Canadians are eating more fish. 
From the current issue of Food 
In Canada comes the news that 
Canadians are stepping uip their 
consumption of fish. 

With higher meat prices last 
year, many housewives apparently 
turned to fish as a lower priced 
substitute. As a result, frozen fish 
sales jumped by more than 10% 
in the first ten months of 1962. 
Frozen sea fish products fared 
even better than inland fresh 
water products, with sales up 
about 13%. 

How often is fish served in your 
home? Most of us include canned 
salmon or tuna in our menus. 
Have we forgotten the availabil¬ 
ity of fresh and frozen salmon, 
halibut, sole, or cod? 

Because fish spoils rapidly, care 
should be taken to serve it as 
soon as possible after purchase. 
When fresh fish is purchased, re¬ 
move the wrapper and wipe it 
with a clean, damp cloth. Wrap 
it in wax paper, place in a tight-

ly covered container to prevent 
transfer of odours, and store in 
the refrigerator. If the fish is 
whole, eviscerate it immediately 
and store it in the same way. 

Frozen fish snouid be kept 
solidly frozen in the unopened 
package. Once the fish has been 
thawed it must be used quickly. 
It is not advisable to re-freeze 
fish that has been thawed. The 
flesh of fish which has once been 
frozen is more susceptible to spoil¬ 
age bacteria than fresh fish. Re¬ 
frozen fish has lost its juices 
therefore will be a tough product 
with little flavor. 

Smoked fish should be handled 
and stored in the same way as 
fresh fish. The smoking process is 
used only to enhance the flavor 
and is not sufficient to preserve 
the fish but merely retards spoil¬ 
age. 

When purchasing fish you’ll 
want to count on about V& lb. per 
person . of fish fillets or other 
boneless cuts. If the fish is bony, 
or if you are planning to stuff 
and bake a whole fish, count on 
buying % to 1 lb. per person.

Foster Parents 
And Adoption 
Needs Stressed 

At a special meeting of the 
CWL Thursday, May 23, George 
Spence and Mr. Hill of the Child 
Welfare and AdopUon Agency, Cal¬ 
gary, spoke to a good number of 
members and their 'husbands of 
the Vulcan and Champion parishes. 

Mr. Spence traced the origin of 
adoption from the time of Moses 
to the present day when a special 
effort to place children In the best 
possible environment is made. The 
procedure is quite simple— appli¬ 
cations are made to the Dept, of 
Public Welfare, a welfare worker 
visits the prospective parents and 
sends his report recommending the 
family. He stated almost any 
average normal family who are 
willing to make a child welcome 
and able to give emotional secur¬ 
ity, proper housing, education, eta 
can adopt a child. 

Seventeen hundred children were 
made wards of the government 
last year, 70% of these being 
babies given up for adoption by 
unmarried mothers. Three hundred 
children of mixed blood are not 
being readily adopted Into Catho¬ 
lic homes. Mr. Spence also stated 
there were several Protestant 
children available for adoption 
from nine to ten years and from 
birth to a year and a half. He 
closed his address with the obser¬ 
vation made by an adopted par¬ 
ent, “Blood is strong but love is 
stronger." 

Mr. Hill, In speaking of foster 
Children, stated there were two 
categories, temporary wards (not 
in excess of a year) and perman¬ 
ent wards (those available for ad¬ 
option). There is a great need for 
foster homes in the province and 
the age limit for foster parents is 
much more flexible than for ad¬ 
opted parents. The renumeration is 
$1.20 a day for babies and up to 
$2.00 per day for older children 
with a monthly clothing allowance 
and an additional allowance for 
spring and fall necessities. Foster 
parents are also provided with a 
medical card and any necessary 
drugs are also provided. 

"Ten Catholic boys over the age 
of 13 are in need of foster homes”, 
Mr. Hill told the group. 

A question period followed with 
both speakers contributing inter¬ 
esting points of discussion.
